FIND MONSTER TOOTH 


IN FLAGLER COUNTY 


Last week's Buanell Tribune con- 


tained an interesting story of the dis- 
covery of a relic of some pre-historic 
monster in the shape of a large tooth. 
The tooth was found along the soil 
bank of the East Coast canal some- 
where near Ocean City and concern- 
ing it the Tribune says: 


"Ed. 
Johnson, superintendent 
of 


public instruction for Flagler county, 
has on his desk a molar of some spe- 
cie of animal long since extinct that 
measures three inches wide by 4% 
inches from front to back. The roots 
of the tooth are barely four inches in 
length, but quite evidently were of 
considerable length. 


"The specimen shown is one pick- 


ed up on the East Coast canal bank 
near Mr. Johnson's property and he 
says that other specimens, h&ve been 
found there showing a length of prob- 
ably 14 inches from thu surface of 
the tooth to the extreme end of its 
roots, but in each instance the roots 
«ere decayed so badly that they crm- 
bled away on becoming dry. 


"It is more than likely the bones 


of this monster pre-historic animal 
have long since returned to 
dfst, 


since the bone substance of the teeth 
found crumble away when exposed to 
the light and air. but he feels satis- 
lied that a bit of reaseareh would give 
light upon a subject bui little under- 
stood by the great scientist-, and the 
tootli nia> be -ent to tbe Sinithsmi'av 
institute for (i''timte eia-sinc atiun."

Vettur and myself 
went up one of the peaks near by. 
We could not get clear to the top, for 
the snow was too deep, but in a day 
or two we will try it again. 


The Y. M. C. A. people in this place 


are very nice to the soldiers who vis- 
it here. More so than in most places. 
They do everything possible to nave 
every man enjoy himself. We came 
through Bordeaux and several nice 
French towns on the way down here. 


This leaves me well and I hope it 


will find you the same. I will close for 
this time, with love to all and a lot 
to mother.
